Washington, July 11.— Although no 
offu nil announce men t has been made 
of the method to be used in the se­ 
lective diatt, the International News 
Service is able 
to give a 
clear de­ 
scription based on 
good 
authority. 
The dates for 
choosing 
the 687,000 
men have not been set, and cannot be 
until all the states h«ve 
completed 
their plans and are in readiness. 
A large rccept.n.le will be used. In 
this will he placed black gelatine cap 
sulcs containing numbers in red ink 
m a series running from one to the 
number repi ese nti rig the total num ­ 
ber of registrations in each state. 
A 
separate drawing will be given each 
state starting with Alabama and con­ 
cluding with Wyoming 
When Alabam a’s total registration 
I numbers in their little capsules have 
een deposited in the big receptacle 
^nd have been thoroughly stirred, n 
blindfolded man will draw one cap 
sule at a time and hand it to another 
man. 
The latter will open the cap­ 
sule and read the red serial number 
to two clerks who will record It. 
The 
man to whom the number has been 
qiven is the one drawn Into the serv­ 
ice and must serve unless he fails to 
pass the physical examination or la 
exempted. 
This process will be re­ 
peated until Alabama’s quota has been 
reached. 
The 
same procedure will 
be followed with the other state. 
It is eoected to average 1,000 draw­ 
ings an hour, and if that rate is main­ 
tained several days will ansue befora 
the completion of the draft.
